An olil Hu.sslan Bcneral once said to 
me; "Kiissi.i first declare.'; war ami 
then I'reo.iris for it. ' He said ili.it 
years ago, when Kurope was on the 
brink of wiir, una we were watching tin- 
tardy preparations. Luckily, they were 
iinneccssan': but this summ« r, when 
In Moscow I saw «real ma.<si '; of peo- 
ple greeting the iinnoiincemeiit of war 
with shouts and demonstrations, th< 
saj'ing of tho old general recurred to 
me, till I felt that I was looking on al 
a tragedy, and that the people rrjolctny 
In their thousands knew little of what 
lay in st'ne for ihoni It was after 
mtdniuhi, hut tin y all trooped ilown n, 
the I Inly Gate of the Kremlin, and 
there, backed by the old walls and fan- 
tastli^ lowers, they prayed .ai.d .'ung 
old droning chants, solemnly beseech- 
ing Divine help for Holy Itussia In her 
great enterprise, und gaining thereby 
a strange confidence and exulta tinr,. 

The set ne Wii.s mediaeval, ages re- 
mote frotii modern armaments and 
science, and altliotiuh it was stupen- 
dous In human fuilli and resolve rne 
felt that nnthing hut a miracle miiM 
save these simple folk. The next inorn- 
tng Jlussla Woke to find that n inlraclr 
hud occurred. At six o'clock a ram- 
bling of carts ov»-r cohttli s woke nie. 
and 1 found that .Moscow was trans- 
formed. Uussia, for the first timn in 
her history, was ready for war. From 
everywhere came arms anil transport 
waKgons and soldiers and horses. 
.Mobilization went on all round and 
about, and in the Kremlin. A most 
careful list of the numbers retjuired of 
mech.inlcH, fmitliH, wheelwrights, elec- 
tricians, among others, h.id been made. 
The levying of troops was complete anu 
systematic. Kverythiiu had been as- 
sessed: everything was p;iid for. "The 
vodka shops were closed to prevent tli« 
soldiers from being tempted to spend 
their kit ullowanees in drink. Tlii 
railway system was reori;:i nl/ed to ault 
the eniergency, and the tiiiiiury went 
ir.'ini|ullly Irto a slate or martial law. 
i-:verythlng had been preparetl and 
Itiis.ol.'i hail aehleveil a mlrncle. 

For two days reservist' Imd been 
collecting in their various depots, some 
dazedly, Ignorant of whys and where- 
fores, recognizing necessity perforce, 
and woiiderinK why they should leave 
their farms so S'lon l„ fore harvest; 
others left their biirnt-iip land.s with a 
shrug; In many distrleis there would 
have been no harvest In any case, and 
they bore the new caprice of Fate with 
indifference. Shaggy, uncouth peas- 
ants, they her'led iniserahly into the 
big rh pots. iin<i were there transformed 
Into genial, swa^KerinK soldiers, a little 
shy of their trim appearance, easily 
abashed by personal remarks, but re- 
ator>d to the verge of boastfulness by n 
hint a>i to the prowrss they would 
doubtless show against the Germans. 
They seemed to be getting together re- 
markably quickly when I left. There Is 
an easy, free swing In Russian Infantry 
to be found in no other army: R seems 
inenlnl ns well as physloal, a product of 
Ihi- race. It cfrtainly carries everyone 
Mith it and recruits and reservists 
swing along with ease in th^ great bat- 
talions.

The contractiHl front of the Voages! 
is .almost as sorlous a disadvantage to[ 
the .irniv acting on the offensive .is tho 
formidable char.icter of its defence. 
The lines of isismblc advance for any 
considerable body of troops are also 
further diminished by considerabl*» 
stretched of impossible country. For 
instance, any advance lielwecn Helfort 
and Kpinal. speaking, as wo are. only 
of largo operations, would be out of the 
question. There are, indeed, only four 
liniH of advance opeti lo the Oemuiits 
in this quarter. They a.re from Metz 
to Verdun (two roads, one via Con- 
flanci, and the other via Mars la. Tour), 
through Vont a Mousson to Comm-ircy, 
through Chate.iu Salins to Xancy and 
Tout, and from Strasburg lo Lunevllle. 
The two last named an» avall.ible for 
a comhini-d attack on Toiil and its sys- 
tem of dependent forts. The total 
fruntage fur the German advance be- 
tween Verdun and LunevUIe Is then no 
more than seventy mlU-.-i. In this re- 
.«tricted space it would lie iiiiposslhl.- 
for the lîermans to employ more than 
half a million men, and In the event of 
any reverse or breKikdown in the execu- 
tion of the plan of attack the tî'U-mans 
would find theinsilvi-H exiiose<l to liiiivy 
loss before they could get outside the 
range ot the French fortress artil- 
lery. 

Although the Oemian authorltlos ure 
set on putting .he efficiency of the 
Vosgcjt forts to the test, and also of 
exp« riment ini; with some of 'liolr new 
theories for the cuiduru of fortified 
places, it is to tho widened front that 
they are mainly looking as the scene 
of Ihelr fii'sl victories. From Lunevllle 
to Verdun they have seventy mll"-s of 
forlresK. fort anil balterj- in front of 
them. From Verdun to Qivar thero 
urn seventy-five miles of undefended 
country. I.onmvy and Montm>-dy do 
not count as fortrcHsi s. ( ilvet -t 'liarh - 
mont and Mezieres, both on tho Meuse, 
aro moi'c up to date, 'but from Ve>rdim 
to Mezlere.s stretches opon countn- 
with .1 t'roiilaen .if fifty miles. This is 
tîirni. Ill's objective. 

When Itie Trench drew the line of tlie 
\osges lorlifii.ilion al N'etdan it was 
a.ssumed that the undet'i-ndt-d gap south 
of tho frontiers of llelgluui and iln- 
irrand Duchy (of Luxembourg) was 
t'ny narrow to admit of any considoralile 
Oonnan advance from Thionville, and 
that if it were underlaKcu a favorable 
opportunity would offer for their as- 
suming the offensive under promising 
conditions.

Tly the 
longest of the orads lîerm.in territory i."-- 
only se\. nty miles from I'Ynnce; by tin- 
shortest. Treves to l.ongwy, it Is only 
thirty miles. 

Having conceived the plan, the Ger- 
man authorities did not tarry in mak- 
ing the prepiiratlons behlml tlie.ir own 
frontier to render It cajxible of execu- 
tion. For the last seven years Ccr- 
iiiany has been entirely euKuglied In 
providing frontier railways flanking the 
proJ<-cted fnmt, and In linking them up 
with the two hast\s on the middle 
Rhine at rohlaiitz and Cologne. In ud-| 
ditinn to the rnilwavs, double lined und | 
metalled for heavy traffic, sidings have ;

spaces sufficient for over one hundrid, 
and twenty thousand men have been 
provideil. and it Is confidently a,s*ierted ■ 
that that force could be thrown across 
the llelglan frontier between Fraucor- 
champs and Oouvy In a sim-'le niitht | 
without the Itelglans knowing what was 
coming, the troops to be employed 
being entrained at Coblants. Cologne, 
ilonn and Oladbtich. Tliere Is not the 
smallest reason for hoping that this, 
despatch of the advance force of thi<| 
invaders would miscarry. If the whole j 
"corps d'nrmee" weru not over the Ixir- 
der In the twenty-four hours, at lesst 
a sufficient |>urt would be over to make 
sure nf the possession of LIbramont in 
li.-iif that time. It Is declared that the 
four c:iv.ilrj regiments and four hor.He 
artillery batteries at F.lsenborn camii 
during six months of the year could 
be nit Llbramont within six hours of 
leaving their base. 

Under the present system. p»Tha|>s 
under any. tbi-re Is no possibility of 
the HelR-i.-ins ilolng nnylhing lo arresl 
or even delay this movement. General; 
Ifellebout, Uie Belgian Minister ofj 
■War. made whnt Is called a reassuring;

little time ago. He refcrn'd to the 
official arrangement» made for blow-, 
ing up bridges on the railways, and 
otherwise rendering them useless. Ills 
second statement was even more optl-l 
mistlc. He alleged that the Stavelot ,
